Vienna, July 28—Austria has de- 


clared war on Servia. The official no- 
tification was sent to Belgrade for 
transmission to the Servian govern- 
ment.

was notified by Germany that she re- 
fused to become a party to a media- ! 
tion conference.

Austria has rejected England's pro- j 


posal to suspend hostilities in Servia

Formal declaration of war by Aus- 


tria v.T.rj unnecessary, as Servia was 
not a party to the Hague agreement, 
but by the declaration Austria ac- 
corded to Servia all the courtesies of 
war that the Hague signatories sti- 
pulated 
should precede the formal 


opening of hostilities. 


Statements made by officials before 


the declaration was sent to Servia 
show that there was no possible way 
to avert hostilities, even if 
Servia 


granted every demand the" said. Aus- 
tria could not be held back. It is un- 
derstood the declaration was withheld 
until Austria had completely mobiliz- 
ed her army. It is believed Austria 
regiments will be hurled into Servia 
simultaneously with the declaration. 


Germany Rejects Proposal. 


Berlin, July 28—Germany has re- 


jected England's proposal for peace, 
because, as a government official stat- 
ed, "We are unable to see that the 
w,flww.oarlantied. "We are unable to 
proposals offer any prospect of peace- 
ful settlement of the matter. We are 
convinced that Russia should consent 
as Germany considers that 
Russia 


should stand aside in the Austro-Ser- 
vian dispute."

WHEAT MARKET IN PANIC 


BY AUSTRIAN DECLARATION 


(By International Mcw« Scrriee.) 


New York, July 28—Following Aus- 


tria's declaration of war the wheat 
market was panic-stricken. 
Business 


was so enormous that it was impos- 
sible to follow the transactions. With- 
in a few minutes the price of wheat 
jumped six cents a bushel. 


Following Austria's declaration the 


cotton market became active, but fell 
12 points. 


Increased weakness and 
panicky 


trading in the stock market followed 
the war declaration. 
There were de- 


clines of 3 to 5 points with Canadian 
Pacific and Reading the heaviest los- 
ses. 


Chicago, July 28—Austria's decla- 


r^ation of war caused a sensation on 
the board of trade. September wheat 
jumped 4 cents a bushel. There was

The situation re- 
ferred to is one IH w h!ch uiany a farm- 
er finds or is quite sure to and himself 
before this worst epidemic in years 
Has subsided, and It is a pretty good 
Idea for him to be In readiness to 
meet the emergency some time before 
tiU bogs show xyiuptoms of the dis- 
ease. 


The other day a New York woman, 


who claimed she had been a victim In 
the treadmill of household drudgery 
for some twenty years and had prac- 
tically no letup, deliberately Stole a 
number of articles from a department 
store that she might be arrested and 
ipend a night lu jail. She stated to 
the police judge who beard her case 
that this was tho first rest and change 
she had had in twenty years. This is 
without question mi extreme, but there 
is little question that It suggests a con- 
dition that is prevalent in a greater or 
less degree lu inure than one town and 
country home. It comes about as a re- 
sult of the husband and sometimes the 
children looking upon the wife and 
mother as n household machine that 
earns her room and board and that 
that Is all she Is entitled to. In some 
Instances this tired mid overworked 
"machine" ha* to go out from the 
home for good before the husband re- 
alizes that she was entitled to better 
treatment nnd hnd bones and aspira- 
tions for some leisure to devote to 
higher Interests
